ing section of the Party Directorate (Parteivorstand) * In one of his lectures 
he dwelt on the reorganization of Party schooling, Hager belonged to the

Other lecturers were Victor Stem and (fnu) Becker o 
Their lectures dealt with the basic, principles of dialectical m terialism, 
and subsequent seminars focused upon the practical application of Marxian 
philosophy to the current situation, with topical allusions to the National 
Front, Western Germany, the USSR and international relations .

Commencement exercises were highlighted by the presence of Ilinister Precidont 
Otto Grotetfohle In his entourage were Fritz Ebert* Hans Jcndretzid* Ilorst Gynder- 
mann* Kurt Hager and Gclineidevrind * Grotcwchl 1 s speech was officially reported 
in the Party organ of the SED* Neues Deutschland 0 

The following points stood out: Grctcwohl gave an account of the measures taken 
in order to assure a uniform slate for the October elections altogether different 
from that presented by Fred Oelssner only a fear weeks before 0 whereas Oelssner 
claimed that the proposal to institute a uniform slate had* of course* originated 
with the GED* Grotovrohl declared that the trade unions had taken the initiative 
and that the bourgeois parties had "jubilantly » followed suit by emphatically 
supporting and underscoring the proposal* The GED* Grotewohl added sarcastically* 
finally had yielded to pressure and "in order to maintain peace" given its con- 
orrremce 0 Grotewohl' s statements met with hilarious applause on the part of 
bis listeners o Gone among the students and teachers* however* felt that there 
was no reason for the Party to disavow its leading part, in any form, Grotewohl 
also mentioned that the GED would take less than its share of $1% in the new 
government (i*e** the government formed on the basis oi the October elections) 
for the following reasons: to take the wind out of the sails of countar-propa- 
gandistic claims that the GED had arrogated to itself more than its due share 
and because its power and strength should not be measured exclusively in terns 
of ministerial posts* but that it could be exerted in different ways* Again 
there was g re at applause * 

In Neues Deuts chland no mention was made of Grotewohl ? s statement that the 
share of publicly-owned enterprises in the industrial production of the DDR had 
risen from, hO to* 65% and that the percentage would be even higher once the two 
year plan has been fulfilled*
